wOn one of the windows is the picture 
of a..cross. When the sun shines 
through ‘nto the sodden barroom: of the 
club the shadow of this cross falls 
athwart the floor. 

And on this same floor Monday the 
police, searching the place for the first 
time, found evidences of the base uses 
to which the sanctuafy had been put 
by the Bottoms Gang. 

Scattered about were purses which hai 
been opened and rified after they had 
been snatched from the hands of wom- 
en or filched from the pockets of men. 

The first home of the Central Chris- 
tian Church, the long-time place of 
worship of All Saints Episcopal Church, 
the once stately building had hecome 
the lair of thieves. 

Where once was the altar is a sodden 
ber reeking of liquors. In the place of 
the vestry is a room where gang mem- 
bers drank and blasphemed. Where a 
devout congregation worshipped men 
caroused, and from the choir loft, 
whence came hosannas, there issued ri- 
bald songs and jests. z 

The present reception room of the club 
was the. auditorium of the church; a 
table stands upon the chancel and the 
bar stands where once the altar was, 
while men played cards in the sacristy. 

Prise Ring in Basement. 

In the basement of the church, where 
the Sunday-school formerly was and 
where the children learned their cate- 
chism, there is now a prize ring where 
fights carefully concealed dane the po- 
lice took place frequently. 


Behind the prize ring is a small room 
with a table and chairs in which the 
secret conferences of the members of the 
club were held and into which, the po- 
lice say, victims were taken to be 
robbed. 


This was the “get away’’ chamber, the 
police say. It could be locked and 
barred against interference from the 
club rooms in case of a raid, and there 
is a trap door leading to a yard between 
the rear of the church and a house 
fronting on Lucas avenue, through 
which there was free thoroughfare. 
cellar windows are all boarded 
up and filled with ashes to keep the 
sound of the gong and the shouts of 
thé spectators of the fights from reach- 
ing the police outside. 

The arch of the altar has been board- 
ed up,. but the ecclesiastical forms of 
architecture have been retained and the 
bar and pool table, the card and drink- 
ing tables mock the sacredness of the 
style of the house. 

Several bullet holes in the doors and 
walls of the barroom tell the story of 
how Hutton was lured into the place. 
He entered the barroom from the recep- 
tion room. In the ceiling is the hole 
made by a bullet fired from the east | 
end of the room, and below it on the wall. 
‘a mark where another plowed along 
the plaster, was deflected and went 
through a door. These were the two 
shots fired as Hutton came in from the 
street. 

There is a hole through a door on the 
south side of the room where Hut- 
ton’s first shot struck, and above it 
another in the wall close to the ceiling 
made by the second. Both Hutton’s 
shots missed their mark, Sullivan, 
Charlies H. Haughton, president, or, as 
the police term him, “‘proprietor’’ of the 
West End Physical Culture Club, is 
sought by policemen. 

‘No charge is thus far’made against 
Haughton, who is desired as a witness. 

. Sullivan Refuses to Talk. 

“Connie” Sullivan, known to the po- 
lice and his pals ag “Connie the Sock,” 
refused Monday to make any statement 
in his cell at the Dayton Street Station. 

Graham Smith, another of the men 
arrested after the shooting, is a par- 
dened convict, his release having been 
granted by Gov. Folk because another 
man confessed to having committed the 
robbery for which he had been sen- 
The List of Prisoners.

The resolution went over till tomor- 
row, under Senate rules, objection to im- 
mediate action having been made by 
Senator Lodge. y, 

The suit which President Roosevelt is 
believed to have ordered brought against 
the Press Publishing Co. of New York 
on account of charges in the New York 
World that certain well known persons, 
including Douglass Robinson, the broth- 
er-in-law of the President, and C. P. 
Taft, the brother of the President-elect, 
were interested in the purchase of the 
Panama Canal property, inspired the 
Rayner resolution. 

Not Warranted by Law. 

Addressing the Senate in support of 
the resolution, Mr. Rayner said there 
was no law which warrants a suit for 
libel of the Government. 

“Tf any suit is being prosecuted,’”’ said 
Mr. Rayner, “we want to know under 
what statute it is brought. If the At- 
torney-General !s not proceeding under 
some statute then he is violating the 
laws of the country. 

It was suggested that it was im- 
portant to know whether this was 4 
libel of the Government or was being 
brought by the Attorney-General on 
behalf of individuals. 

Senator Knox, interrupting, said 
that assuming that the position of 
Mr. Rayner was sound, he ‘still 
thought these were matters for the 
defense to consider. 

In response to a remark by Mr. 
Knox that he did not think it right 
to take up the cases of individuals 
and try them in the Senate before 
trying them in court, Mr. Rayner in- 
Sisted that’he was not interfering 
with the work of the courts but call- 
ing for information on a very import- 
ant case. If the Attorney-General, he 
said, was summoning these witnesses 
in Circuit Courts outside of the Dis- 
trict, he was abusing the functions ot 
the courts for “some ulterior pur- 


Pe erinie,” declared Mr. Rayner, “is an 
attempted revival ef the sedition laws 
that have happily gone out of existence 
long ago. There were half a dozen per- 
sons convicted under the old sedition 
laws, when a member of Congress was 
fined and imprisoned. But that law 
is out of existence and there is no sedi- 
tion law upon the statute books of the 
United States.”’

Sullivan was positively identified by 
Miss McDonald and was indicted. 

Sure that he would be convicted and 
sentenced to serve a long term in pris- 
on for this crime, he pleaded guilty to 
a charge of regisfering fraudulently and 
his punishment was fixed at five years. 

At that time several charges of rob- 
bery were pending against him. 

In several instances jhe used violence 
in robbing citizens. In other cases he 
would approach a stranger in the city. 
Throwing open his coat, he would show 
a policeman’s star. 

‘What business have you got to be 
out so late?’’ he would ask. 

If the bluff went he would threaten 
to arrest the man but would agree to 
release him for a cash consideration. 
He openly boasted of his prowess in 
working this “graft.” 

Sullivan was a henchman of Lawler 
Daly and powerful influence was 
brought to bear to assure his release 
from the penitentiary. 

It was represented to Gov. Folk that 
Sullivan was wasting away from con- 
sumption and his friends asked that he 
be permitted to ‘‘go home to die.” 

Heré’s Sullivan’s Record, 

Here is the police record of Sullivan, 
known as “Connie the Sock,” for the 
year 1906, when he first became a police 
character at 17 years of age: 

Jan. 4.—Arrested on complaint. of 
Adolph Krell of 807 North Leffingwell, 
Robért Sutterling of 2800 Stoddard street 
and Henry Helbuch of 2810 Stoddard 
street, who charged that Sullivan and 
another man followed them from a sa- 
loon at Jefferson and Franklin avenues, 
and robbed them.

Baldwin, who gave 
his address as the St. James Hotel, 
could not be found by the police and the 
charge was changed to disturbing the 
peace. 

Jume $.—Arrested on complaint of 
Jim Nick, who charged that Sullivan 
and twa, other men entered his confec- 
tionery store at 235 Franklin avenue, 
that Sullivan fired two shots and that 
the robbers took $2 from the till. Sul- 
livan was arrested a few minutes later 
at Jefferson and Frankjin avenues with 
a pistol in his hand. 

June 14.—Arrested on a charge of 
driving off a horse and buggy belong- 
ing to the National Brewery Co. 
Charged with trespass. 

Charged With $1 Theft. 

Aug. 2.—Auirested on charge of 
stealing $12 from the till in Richard 
Brennan’s grocery, 2800 Cass avenue. 

Aug. 4.—Arrested with Tony Foley 
on a charge of stealing $1 from the till 
in Spencer Hubbert’s shoe shine shop 
at 906 North Jefferson avenue. 

Aug. 17 Arrested on a charge of 
attempting. to rob Robert Bowman of 
2105 Wash street at Twenty-second and 
Wash streets.

FOLK SAYS SAGER ASKED 
FOR SULLIVAN'S PAROLE 


Former Gov. Folk said Monday, re- 

garding the paroling of ‘‘Connie’’ Sulli- 
van, one of the acts of the last few 
weeks of his administration, that he 
followed the recommendation of Circuit 
Attorney Sager and the Trial Judge, 
Whose name he did not remember. 
-*“T was chiefly influenced,”’ said Mr. 
Folk, “by Mr. Sager’s statement that 
Sullivan had been given a longer sen- 
tence than had been Intended. It was 
shown at the same time that SnlMvan 
was in bad health, but that was-‘not the 
chief consideration in his parole. 

‘“‘Under the terms of his parole, Sulli- 
van can be taken back to the Peniten- 
tiary by the warden without a new trial 
or if he should be tried for this now of- 
fense and acquitted, the old sentence 
would stand.” 

Gov. Folk did not remember details 
regarding the pardon of Graham Smith, 
but said it was his impression that 
Smith was only paroled. Former Circuit 
Attorney Sager said that he remem- 
bered distinctly that Smith was par- 
doned. | 


Didnun’t Help Smith Out, 
‘“‘I am very giad to say i dia not have 


anything to do with the Smith case,” 
said Mr. Sager Monday. ‘Smith was 
convicted by Andrew Maroney while Mr. 
Folk was Circuit Attorney, and his par- 
don later was without any recommen- 
dation from me. 

“T remémber that it was said that 
Smith had got a conviction which was 
not ‘coming to him,’ but from what I 
heard of him, there was plenty that 
W*S ‘caming to him.’ The plea on 
which he got out, as I remember it, 
was that another man had confessed 
to the robbery Smith was sent up for, 

“As to ‘Connie’ Sullivan, I recom- 
mended his parole, and under the same 
circumstances, and not knowing that 
he would make further trouble, I would 
do the same again. 

“There were two cases of fraudulent 
registration against Sullivan. His 
brother, who is a reputable man, called 
on me and said that he knew ‘Connie’ 
was guilty and would have to be pun- 
ished, but that he would see that he 
kept straight.and made no more trouble 
after he got out, and he accordingly 
asked me to let ‘Connie’ off as easily 
as I could with a plea of guilty in one 
case. 

Asked for Sullivan’s Parole. 

“I consented to let Sullivan plead 
guilty and take three years. But at 
the same time, without my knowledge, 
my assistant, Grant Gillespie, agreed 
with Harry Walsh, Sullivan's lawyer, 
that he should get two years in one 
case and three in another. And the 
case went that way, giving him a five- 
years’ sentence in all. 

"Last fall, after Sullivan had served 
nearly two years, Sullivan’s brother 
called on me and reminded me of the 
way in which he had got a longer term 
than I intended, and asked me to help 
him get a parole.

MONUMENT FOR STATE 


Governor Declares Proper Leg- 
islation Will Cause Much- 
Needed Impetus. 


a 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Jan. 18.—In his 
message to the Legislature today Gov. 
Deneen urged that prompt and vigorous 
action be taken in the matter of a deep 
waterway from the lakes to the gulf. 
The Governor said: 

“Throughout the United States public 
interest has been aroused ‘and attention 
is at present directed to the improve- 
ment of the navigable waterways of the 
country and numerous waterway asso- 
ciations have been formed with a view 
to promoting State and Federal activity 
in carrying forward the work of con- 
struction and development. 

“The attitude of the representatives 
of the Federal Government is now more 
friendly to a broad policy of waterway 
development than ever before, and 
should Illinois show a disposition to en- 
ter vigorously upon the work of water- 
way construction, it cannot but affect 
favorably the Federal ‘situation. 


A Must Meet Cannda 
It seems to be now an established fact 


that the Canadian Government is seri- 
ovsly considering the construction of 
the Georgian Bay canal, which will give 
to Canada a deep waterway from the 
lakes to the Atlantic seaboard, affprd- 
ing to our Northern neighbor and its 
mother country a great advantage over 
the United States in the matter of com- 
merce between the Atlantic and the in- 
land lakes. 

“There should be a speedy beginning 
on the part of the United States and the 
States interested in the construction of 
the lakes-to-the-gulf waterway, in or- 
der that this country may stand upon 
an equality in all commercial advan-+ 
tages’ with Canada and Great Britain. 

“Our State, therefore, should take a 
leading part in the present movemeni 
for waterway development and set an 
example of prompt and vigorous action 


}whiech will’ command the attention and 


elicit the co-operation of the other states 
and the National Government. 

“The benefits to follow the building of 
this great waterway and the develop- 
ment of water power incident to its con- 
struction are of such a momentous char- 
acter that the interest of the people de- 
mand the laying aside'of all differences, 
bias or prejudice, on the part of the 
members of. the General Assembly in an 
effort to frame a law under which we 
can proceed with celerity, while afford- 
ing the amplest guaranty of the honest 
and efficient conduct of the enterprise. 


Law Will Be Monument, 
“Only through the enactment of such 


a law can we meet the high expecta- 
tions of the people or carry to success- 
ful and speedy completion this great 
enterprise. The accomplishment of this 
work will be a monument to our State 
and furnish a worthy example for other 
states to*® emulate in meeting the de- 
mands imposed upon them in this great 
era of waterway development.”’ 

The Governor commended the work of 
the Illinois Grain Inspection Depart- 
ment, under which, for the last two 
years, all the grain received from the 
23 railroads engaged in the Chicago 
grain carrying trade has been inspected 
at a central point by three experts who 
pass judgment on representative sam- 
ples drawn from the cars by experi- 
enced grain examiners. 


Complaint Done Away With. 
“The result,’’ said the Governor, “has 


been eminently satisfactory. The new 
method has overcome the former lack 
of uniformity in inspections which 
formed one of the chief causes of com- 
Plaint on the part‘of shippers of grain 
and has tended to bring the State grain 
department into disrepute. 

“The new system, has met with the 
approval of both shippers and grain 
dealers, as well as of the railroads, be- 
cause of the fairness, promptness and 
finality of its inspections, which have 
done away with delays in unloading and 
YTeleasing cars arising from appeals 
taken from former unsatisfactory in- 
spections. The result has a harmonious 
and friendly relation between shipper 
and State never before known in Illi- 
nois. 

‘The business of grain inspecting is 
steadily increasing. During the period 
of 1901-1904, there were inspected at 
the Chicagd grain inspection. office, 
806,395,470 bushels, while during the 
‘period 1905-1908, there were inspected 
996,693,477 bushels, an increase of 191,- 
298,007 bushels. 


Reinspections Are Few. 

“Along” with the great increase in 
business has been a steady improve- 
ment in accuracy and uniformity of in- 
spections. This is shown by a compari- 

on of the number of re-inspections de- 
manded under the old system with those 
demanded under the new. 

“Formerly the reinspection of from 
300 to 400 cars per month was neces- 
‘sary, while at present thé average 
number of reinspections has been re- 
duced to 50 per month. Altogether, the 
work of the Grain Inspection Depart- 
ment has been greately improved in all 
its features, and is giving greater satis- 
faction to those interested in grain in-

Proceedings Were Started 
Two Years Ago Under 
Anti-Trust Law. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—The Supreme 
Court of the United States today af- 
firmed the decree of the State courts of 


Texas imposing a fine of $1,623,000 on the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Co. of St. Louis and 
custing it from the Stafe on the charge 
of violating the Texas anti-trust law. 

The suit against the Waters-Pierce Oil 
company was instituted Sept. 22, 1906, at 
Austin Tex. 

The trial court fixed the penalty after 
a long trial which ended June 1, 1907. 
An appeal was taken immediately. The 
State’s attorneys contended the com- 
pany had no right to appeal, and on this 
issue the oil company won a victory in 
the State Supreme Court. 


Receiver Was Appointed. 
The case then went to the Appellate 


Court, where the State was again vic 
tor over the Missouri corporation, which 
appealed again. . 

A receiver was named for the com- 
pany in Texas while the litigation was 
on, 

The present decision, which followed 
the last appeal, upholds the constitu- 
tionality of the Texas anti-trust laws of 
It atso affirms the-justice 
of the fine of $1,623,000. 

The action was begun in the State 
courts under the State anti-trust laws 
and alleged violation of the laws from 
the time that the permit was issued, 
May 31, 1900, till April 24, 1907, when the 
action was begun. The bill charged 
that the company had violated the 
State’s laws every day since it had en- 
tered the State through a conspiracy to 
control the oil business in Texas, but 
the company denied: the charge and in 
addition contended that even if it had 
violated the law it was not amenable 
because the business transacted was of 
an interstate character and therefore 
subject only to control by the United 
tag authorities. The penalty was at 
the rate of $1500 per day from May 41, 
1900;-to April 1, 1903, anid at the rate of 
$50 per day from that time on. 

Estimate of Pénalties, 

According to advices from. Texas, 

The penalties under the antitrust laws 
of 1899 amount to $1,549,500 and under the 
antitrust laws of 1903 $74,400. Of the $1,- 
549,500, John W. Brady, County Attor- 
ney, will receive <5 per cent, or $387,375, 
and under the laws of 1903, 10 per cent 
on the first $1000 and 5 per cent on all 
amounts thereafter, or $3670. 

The penalties under the law of 1903 
amount to $74,400. The total penalties 
Mr. Brady will receive are $391,045. Of 
these penalties J. P. Gruet is to receive 
one-third by agreement, in consideration 
of the evidence he furnished in the case. 

The balance is to be divided between 
Mr. Brady and the law firm of Gregory 
& Batts, who assisted the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s department in the case. 


Oil Company Attorney Silent. 
John D. Johnson, attorney for the 


Waters-Pierce Oil Co., was asked for a 
statement regarding the decision. He 
replied: ‘I don’t know that I shall ‘fave 
any statement to make. I have none 
to make now and may not, even after I 
am more fully informed about the de- 
cision. I know nothing about it now.”’

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JUDGE ADAMS’ KISS RULE 


This Writer for the Post-Dispatch 
Calls Him the “Landis of 
the Lovelorn.”

H AIL to Judge Adams of the Cleveland Juvenile Court! For this learned 





Justice has rendered a decision whereby it is hereafter and forever legal 

to kiss. The learned opinion was rendered when a Cleveland father had 
his 16-year-old daughter summoned to court for kissing 
her flance good- night in the parental presence after she 
had been discovered sitting on the young man’s lap and 
the youth had been ordered from the house. 

“I'm sorry,’’ said the Judge to the complainant, “‘be- 
cause, really, I’m afraid you haven’t studied up the 
laws of courtship. They are the only ones applicable to 
this case and they do not make kissing or‘“sitting, on a 
beau’s lap a misdemeanor. Complaint dismissed?’ 

Heretofore the legal status of the kiss has been 
rather questionable. We have read frequently of fines 
being imposed by an unsympathetic Court on couples 
whose feelings led them to embrace in public. Also 
kisses have occasioned many successful suits for dam- 
ages on the part of ladies who could establish that they 
suffered the salute unwillingly. 

Whether or not the novelty of legal sanction will tend to promote and 
popularize the pastoral pastime of kissing is a question which I at least must : 
answer negatively. 

Much has been written about the mystery, the. lure, the very superior 
sweetness of stolen kisses. Certainly the secret and surreptitious quality of 
the kiss has contributed to the almost universal favor it finds among us. If 
one may kiss publicly, in the very teeth of parental ire, what will be the use? 
With tHe approval of the courts the kiss will be an every-day commodity, 
a matter-of-fact merchandise, which may be bartered or exchanged like but- 
ter and eggs. 

The next :ittle row we, as a nation, have with our neighbors, the Govern- 
ment may impose a war tax on kissing, and engaged or merely loving couples 
may have to go about with a little book of war stamps and conscientiously 
tear one off every time they kiss. 

Though we admit the justice and the courage of Judge Adams’ opinion 
and must hail him among jurists as the Landis of the lovelorn, let us not 
rejoice too early, for parents may yet appeal to the higher courts and have 
the decision reversed. : 
In the interests of our individual privileges we might deplore wack a re- 
versal, but should the Higher Sentiment be sacrificed to the bare comfort 
of the individual?

While I am a great admirer of Presi- 


dent Roosevelt, I think he is laying 
claim to a record that I held eight years 
ago. I notice from the papers that he 


is to receive $1 a word for shooting 
lions, and some of the’ magazines say 
that that is the record price. But it 
isn’t. Right after my fight with Mickey 


Riley in Milwaukee, in 1901, I made As 


speech for which I was paid at the rate 
of $2 a word. It happened like this: 
Riley danced around me and would not 
give me a chance to land on him hard 
enough for a knockout. As a result the 
referee gave him the decision on points. 
My friends in the crowd thought that 
I got a little the worst of it, however, 
und they began to yell for me. 

“Speech! Speech!’ was yelled from 
every side of the ring, and me, a poor 
little lad, had to try and say something. 
I would rather have taken a whipping, 
as I had never said a word in public in 
my life. : 

“Go on and say something, kid,’’ said 
Tom Andrews. ‘Pull something, boy!” 
urged my second. ‘You might get a 
piece of money.”’ 

Everybody !n the crowd began to yell 
again, and with a sickly grin on my 
face I stood up in the middle of the 
ring and looked around. You would 
have thought, that I was deaf and 
dumb. To save my life I couldn’t think 
of a word to say. ‘Hurry up,” said 
my seconds. ‘Pull it.’’ 

Hit in Mouth With Dollar. 

A great. big lump rose in my, throat, 
but finally I managed to start a word 
around it. 

“‘Gentl’’——and before I could get the 
word gut of my throat on account of 
that lump—zip—some fellow hit me 
squarely in the mouth with a silver dol- 
lar. I came near swallowing the dollar, 
lump and all. That ended that speech. 
As I had only said one-half a word 
and got a dollar for it that was at the 
rate of $2 a word, and I claim the rec- 
ord even over Mr. Roosevelt. 

As I was about to duck under the 
ropes money came raining from every 
part of the house—dollars, halves, quar- 
ters, dimes, nickels and pennies. A lot 
of it rolled off the sides, and right then 
I got the idea of being a business man. 

“I'll give you fellows 10 per cent of 
all you find,” I said to my seconds, and 
there was a wild scramble to pick up 
the scattered money. Finaliy they got 
together $100.23. Having paid the 10 
per cent this left me $98.31, in addition 
to which I got $3 from the club man-

On May 3 I danced into the ring for 
my third time in the old hard-luck 
town. On this occasion I hooked up 
with Charlie Berry in our first meeting. 
Hie didn’t make much of a showing at 
that, being content with standing off 
and boxing a la Attell. He refused to 
come in and fight, and as a result the 
best the referee could do was to de- 
clare the engagement a drawn battle. I 
received $50 for my end of the pot. 

I moved up the State a bit here, and 
on the evening of May 18 I found my- 
self ready for action at Omro, Wis. 
Henry Palls was my opponent. He was 
a hefty sort of a scrapper, and he went 
one of the warmest old six-round bat- 
tles seen there in many a day. It wes 
one of those ‘no, decision” affairs and 
both were,dissatisfied with the affair. 

The ending of this battle was so un- 
satisfactory to both of us and there 
was so much talk among the fans, that 
it was decided to match us again. 

My success in saving the fighting hon- 
or of Hegewisch appeared to take all of 
the talk of the old man about making 
me quit the game. From this time on 
he was a dyed-in-the-wool fight fan. 
To this day he thinks there is nobody 
in the world who “can leek his boy, 
vot!” and, between you and me, his 
son, Battling, has got somewhat of the 
same notion. 

His Terrible Experience in Ring. 

Anyway, the change in my dear old 
father was enough to warrant me in 
starting out again. Having had good 
luck in Wisconsin, I journeyed that way 
again, and it was at Fond du Lac, two 
weeks later, that I met Charlie Berry 
for the third and last time. 

I had lost, as stated, a close decision 
to Berry the December previous, and 
he challenged me again. This time we 
had eight rounds, though I held out 
for 12 or 1% rounds. Like our previous 
battle, tho affair went the full eight 
rounds. He fought a pretty stiff sort of 
a battle throughout, but although ai no 
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time did he have the best of the fight- 
ing. Referee.Tom Ryan awarded the 


plum to bim at the finish. In the final: 


rounds I forced Berry through the ropes 
in my anxiety to put him out. Fearing 
he would be killed, as the drop to the 
floor was about eight feet, I tried to 
catch him as he was falling. I did this 
because I figured I had won a big lead 
and thought that I had the battle 
wrapped up. Therefore I grabbed him 
to check the fall, in order to give his 
fat manager, Paddy Dorrell, a chance 
to protect his man. Paddy, during the 
excitement, made a misstep in his cor- 
ner and fell, and Berry tumbled over 
him, thus saving himself from a hard 
tumble. I was in the wreck and tum- 
bled headlong over a chair, my head 
striking a post, almost knocking me out 
as well. 

The gong sounded and Referee Ryan 
held up Burns’ hand as the winner. I 
received $75 ior my end, though I lost 
out. 

Finally Beat Joe Percente. 

Joe Percente and I met for the fourth 
and last time at Oshkosh, Wis., on 
March 13, 1902. I had caught a bad cold 
after the Berry affair, and when I 
weighed in, clothes and all, mind you, 
the beam scarcely tipped 130 pounds. I 
was game, however, and went in to 
hand Sir Joseph a good beating. I 
carried the fight to him and won the 
bout in handy fashion. ' 

I returned to the Windy City after my 
win over Percente, and was matched 
iwith Kid. Ryan in the feature bout 
on a lovely St. Patrick’s day evening, 
March 17, of \course, 

Strange to relate, I had previously 
fought on each Irish dey of celebration 
and had manage@ to win each time 
with a knockout. The Ryan bout, ac- 


cording to the announcer, was to g0° 
six rounds. It didn’t, as in the first 
round I sailed in and hooked him -n- 
the jaw several times, aiso using my 
left half scissors hook on the liver, 
and down he went for the fatal ten 
seconds. I was handed $75 for the fin- 
ished’ job. Besides I won a nice little 
side bet. gs
